without waiting for any information againt hie, 


who, though forewarned of this intention in time 
to make his efgape, difdained to confels himfelf 
a culprit by flying the face of juftice. He was 
feized the next morning before it was light, as he 
walked to his church to affift at matins, and was 
immediately conveyed to the caftle at Angers, 
where he lay in a dungeon for three months. 
Here he compofed a volume of prayers and medi- 
tations, which breathed nothing but piety, for- 
givenefs, and refignation ; a compofition of great 
elegance both for diétion and fentiment, and 
which looked very little like the produétion of a 
magician’s brain. This work, which was exhi- 
bited on his trial, operated as little in his favor 
as the teltimony of his confeflors, who vilited him 
in prifon. His enemies were {worn to defiroy 
hin. Some feeble ftrugglesawere made for the 
ted ecclefialtic by his aged mother, who pre- 
ented feveral appeals in vain. He was tried on 
the 19th of December 1633, onthe grounds of 
the fuppofed poffeffions: and Grandier, though 
furrounded by bitter enemies, and witha mifera- 
ble death ftaring him in the face, wore a counte- 
nance ferene and unmoved, while the villanous 


_artifices of this monftrous con{piracy were played 


off before him. 

The bifhop of Poitiers deputed as principal ex- 
orcift Demorans, one of the moit declared of 
Grandier’s enemies; and from this moment all 
the world faw clearly that the ruin of the man 
was a thing refolved upon. He was now thrown 
into a prifon at Loudun, with only fuch necefla- 
ries as nature demanded. From this manfion of 
mifery he wrote a chriftian-like letter to his mo- 
ther, betraying no fymptoms of mental perturba- 
tion or forrow, requefling her to fend hima bed 
and a bible, and to be comforted. No one was 
permited to have the {malieft concern with the 

rifoner but either his bitter enemies, or their 
immediate dependents ; and the furgeons and apo- 
thecaries whofe reports were to certify the ftate 
of the convent, were all chofen from among the 
moft ignorant and prejudiced of the profeflion. 

It was in vain that Daniel Roger, the phyfician 
of the town, and a man of confiderable merit, 
endeavoured to refift fuch a confederacy of igno- 
rance ; it was in vain that the devoted Grandier 
exclaimed againft fuch an open injuftice. M. de 
Laubardemont had now thrown off all regard to 
appearances, and hardly affected a colour of equi- 
ty in any of his proceedings. 

Two freth exorcifts were now appointed by the 
bifhop of Poitiers, one of whom was afterwards 
among the judges of Grandier; the other was Fa- 
ther La@tance, a bigot of the firftorder, and one 
who had adopted in all its virulence the hate of 
the cruel fraternity. The exorcifms were now 
recommenced with all their fary; and the cabal, 
covered with a protection which fet them above 
fear, gave vent to their malice in fuch thocking 
abfurdities as aggered the credulity of the blind- 
eft of their votaries. The Superior had affirm- 
ed, that on the body of Grandier there were five 
marks of the devil, and that in thefe places he 
had no fenfibility to pain. He was’ accordingly 
vifited in the prifon by the furgeon and a preat 
number of curidus people. Mamouri, which was 











TS — =) 
the furgeon’s name, brought with him a probe to 
pat the affertion of the Superior to the proof. 
This probe, however, had a blunt and a tharp end, 
fo that he could make him appear alive or dead 
to pain, as it fuited his purpofe. At the end of 
the operation, however, the body of Grandier, 
which was {tripped for the purpofe, was covered 
with blood. A variety of experiments of this na-~ 
ture was tried upon the unhappy ecclefialtic, whofe 
courage increaied with their cruél'y, and whofe 
erect compolure under his fuffering drew tears of 
pity from all but his priefly brethren ; by the fo- 
vereign authority with which the commiflary was 
invefled, impofed awe upon the people, and a 
dreadful filence fealed up their lips. 

The judges were now appointed for the trial of 
Grandier, the ifflue of which was eafily forefeen, 
when it was obferwed chat the choice fell en- 
tirely upon his avowed and inveterate enemies. 
Such an outrage againft all the principles of jul- 
tice drew together the found part of the inhabi- 
tants of the town, at the ringing of the bel! they 
affembled in the town-houle, and there compofed 
a lewer to the King, in which the proceedings of 
the cabal were fpiritedly and jufly expofed. 
This meafure, however, proved entirely ineffec- 
tual, and contributed only to exafperate the com- 
miflary who, with the other commiffioned judg- 
es, annulled the aét of the aflembly, @@d forbade 
any perfon in future to deliberate on matters which 
came within the power of the commiffion, 

Grandier began now to confider his condemna- 
tion as the certain confequence of thefe outgage- 
ous proceedings; he neglected, however, nO ar- 
guments which might tend to open men’s eyes to 
the unexampled perverfion of juftice, and viola- 
tion of human rights, by which his ruin was to be 
accomplithed. 

About this timean occurrence took place which 
affeted all minds with the deepeft horror :—As 
M. ce Laubardement was entering the convent 


he was furprifed with the figure of a woman in the * 


outer court, with only a linen covering on her 
body, and her head naked; atorch was in her 
hand, acord about her neck, and her eyes were 
{welled with weeping. On approaching, it was 
found to be the fuperior of the convent, the chief 
aétrefs in thefe infernal fcenes. As foon as the 

erceived the commiflary fhe threw herfelf on her 
Leos, and declared herfelf the wickedeft of 
God’s creatures for her conduét in this iniquitous 
affiir. Ifmmediately after this cagfefion, the at- 
tached the cord toa tree in the garden, and would 
have ftrangled herfelf outright, had it not been 
for the interference of fome nuns who were near. 
Not even this fpectacle could touch the heart of 
Laubardemont: thefe recantations were repre- 
fented as freth proofs of the friendthip that fub- 
fifted between Grandier and the demons, who 
made ufe of thefe expedientsto fave him. Tothe 
prejudiced every thing ferves asa proof; it feeds 
upon that which fhould naturally deftroy it. Ax 
length on the 18th of Auguf 1034, after a mul- 
tituce of depofitions the moft abfurd that ever en- 
tered into the human beartto invent, Urbain 
Grandier was condemned to be tortured and burn. 
ed alive, before the porch of his own chureh of 
Sainte Croix. 
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Grandier heard the fentence of bis judges withoct an- 
dergoing the {malleAchange of countenance, or betraying 
the flighteR fymptom of meoral trepidaion. Exec and 
Aauntlels, his eyes caft upwards to heaven, be walked by 
the fide of the executioner to the prifon affigned Bim. 

He was now put co the queftion, ordinary and extraor- 
dinary. His legs were placed between two pieces of wood, 
round which feveral {trong cords were tied together with 
the extremeh force: between the legs and the boards, 
wedges were beat in with a mallet, four for the aN 
ordinary, and eight forthe extraordinary. During this 
procefs the prietts exorcifed the boards, the wedges, and 
the mallet, Many of them, indeed, affified at the torthre, 
and took the mallet out of the executione:’s hand. Gran- 
die, attered neither groans nor comp aints, but regarded 
this horrible te@imony of ticir Late with fovercign ferenity, 
while the marrow of his bones was feen to drop on the 
pavement, Afies this terrible fcene, he was tlretched be- 
fore the fire, and r€covered fiom frequent faiatings by 
fome fkong liquor, which was poured into his mouth, 
Here he named two confeflurs, to whom he withed tocone | 
fecrate his laft moments, but they were refufed 

In his way to the place of execution, he caft a look of 
pity and complacency on thofe that accom panied him ; and | 
often kiffed a lighted torch which he held in. his hand, | 
A placid joy over(pread his countenance, which never fore 
fook him from that moment till the flames devoured him, 
The executioner would fain have ftrangled him before he 
had fet fire tothe pile; but the exorcills had done all in 
their power to prevent this miferable charity, by filling 
the cord fo full of knots that it could not be effefted At 
this moment, Fatuer La€tance feized a torch, and thiufl-
